Are your head lights in proper focus? 
If not you are not getting the best use 
from them. 
Some light up the sides 


of the road more than tho center and 
some light the road too 
far 
ahead. 


Point your car directly at a whiio wall 
30 or 40 feet away and adjust tho bulb 
of one lamp so that there is no black 
spot in center of light. 
Then adjust 


the other lamp to light up.the sides of 
the road, 


A cause of overheating that Is fre- 


quently overlooked is a slipping fan 
belt. It must run at the speed intended 
by th« designer or it will not properly 
cool the water. If you can take hold 
of tho blades of the fan and spin II the 
belt is too loose. A very good arrange- 
ment is where the tension of the belt 
is taken up automatically by a spring. 


Always cross railroad tracks in sec- 


ond speed. 
You . will, of course, run 
over them elowly to avoid damage lo 
tires, but the motor is easily stalled 
when throttled down on high speed. 
Cross them in second speed and you 
will be more safe. 


A dust cover for the entire car Is 


necessary, especially if the car is to be 
laid up for the winter. 
It should como 


down to the floor, covering every part 
of the car completely. 
It keeps out 
dust and dirt, which are exceedingly 
difficult to remove if allowed to remain 
any length of time. 


Sometimes a driver says his magfneto 
always misses when it ra ins. 
A mag- 


neto may be short -circuited 
by 
rain 
getting into it, but do not condemn the 
magneto 
before 
looking 
elsewhere. 


Distributor and spark-plug 
terminals 


are not covered with insulation, and so 
may leak current. 
Short circuits may- 
develop in secondary wires. Spark plug 
cores may be cracked. If no faults can 
be discovered out side of the magneto, 
put a leather cover over it and end 
your troubles.

Uncle Sam's experiment kitchens 
nave tested all the various ways of 
preparing strawberries for winter use. 
Thoir best recipes are printed in this 
column today. 


CANNED STRAWBERRIES 


Berries canned by this recipe will 


not rise to top of syrup. 
Use only 
fresh, ripe, firm, and sound 
berries. 
Prepare 
berries. 
Add 8 ounces 
of 
sugar and 2 tablespoonfuls of water 
to each quart of berries. 
Boil slowly 
for 16 minutes in enameled or acid- 
proof kettle, covered with a well-fitted

STRAWBERRY PRESERVES 


Make a syrup of 4 pounds sugar and 


1-2 pint of water. 
Boil to a temper- 


ature of 265 degrees, or nntil tha syr- 
up is a mass of slow-moving bubbles, 
with a glazed appearance on the sur- 
face. 
Cull and wash 4 boxes of ber- 
ries, and drop into the syrup. 
Boil 
slowly for 15 minutes. 
Allow to stand 


in a covered pan for 24 hours. Then 
strain liquid from berries. 
This can 
best be done by placing a cheesecloth 
In a wire basket, pouring the berries 
and liquid into it. 
Pack the berries 


into sterilized jars, filling absolutely 
full. 
Use liquid for jelly. 


SUN-KIST STRAWBERRIES 


Use equal 
weights of sugar 
and 
strawberries. Put the strawberries in 
the preserving kettle in layers, sprink- 
ling sugar over each layer. The fruit 
and sugar should not be more than 


4 inches deep. Place the kettle on the 
stovo ami heat the fruit and sugar 
slowly to the boiling point. 
When i 


begins to boil skim carefully. 
Boil 10 
minutes, counting Irom the time the 
fruit 
begins to bubble. 
Pour 
thi 
cooked fruit into platters, having 1 
about 2 or 3 Inches deep. Place thi 
platters in a sunny window, in an un- 
used room for 3 or 4 days.

time tho fruit will grow plump and 
firm, and the syrup will thicken al 
most to jelly. Put this preserve, cold 
into jars or tumblers.

den anrl field sorts may be planted in 
the latitude of Washington fr>r a ma- 
ture crop until the middle of July, and 
string beans may be planted all through 
August. 
In the latitude of N'ew York, 


beans may he planted throughout June. 
Black Valentine is a. very hardy va- 
riety and Green Pod Stringless is very 
prolific. Limas ara more
